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The 10-county Capital region covers 
about 8,600 square miles in central Texas, 
stretching from Llano to San Marcos and 
from La Grange to Georgetown.

The region has one metropolitan statisti-
cal area (MSA), the Austin-Round 
Rock-Georgetown MSA, which includes 
Bastrop, Caldwell, Hays, Travis and 
Williamson counties.
